plant.

"What is the situation as regards 


drinking, among your 
workers,"

asked. ; 


•'•'We abolished beer from our plant 


before the war, and find that its ab- 
sence does not impair either the con- 
tentment or the 
efficiency 
of the 


workers," he replied. "We used to 
issue mineral water and milk to take 
the place of the beer. Of course, is- 
suing milk is now c|>uitc out of the 
question especially when there isn't 
enough in Germany for babies and 
invalids. 
.So we give them mineral 


water instead. 'It makes absolutely 
no difference with them that they do 
not have their beer." 


""Of course they ear* have 'beer— 


such as it is—after hours outside 
he plant, but our beer is, I judge, 
ibont the same as American 1>eer at 
his time as regards strength 
and 


quality." 


As to the prohibition movement in 


general. Hen- Homann was skepti- 
cal of its taking a hold on Germany. 
"Schnapps," he 
pointed out, are 


more expensive than before (he war 
and generally out of reach of 
the 


poorer classes, 
hence there is a 


umrked reduction in the drinking of 
strong liquor. 


'We JIHVP in Germany," he con- 


tinned, "a sort of prohibition move- 
ment.

omes here from the Scandinavian 


countries. 
There
